CounciI’s action in taking full advantage of new provincial 
tax structures, and lowering the 1970 mill rate to 72.5 
mills from last year’s 80 mills, will well suit St. Albert 
taxpayers, Many have felt for some years that taxes 
here were unduly high when compared with similar 
residences in Edmonton, It now appears clear that this 
gap is closing and that city taxes must begin rising 
more rapidly than in St, Albert, When differences in 
land costs are also taken into consideration, St. Albert 
homeowners have further cause for satisfaction. 


The 1970’s are shaping up as years when more and more 
people are giving thought to what values should be 
emphasized for building a good life, It has developed 
that the long-applauded “high standard of living’’ has 
not produced the quality of living expected of it, 


In this connection the extent and style of St, Albert’s 
growth are questions in the minds of both residents and 
councillors, Careful evaluations will be required as this 
growth occurs, so that the town may achieve the best 
balance between a sound tax base and a community 
environment conducive to healthy, low-tension living. 


Council has established a policy for controlled density 
under which 80 per cent of residential areas are for 
single family dwellings, three per cent for apartments 
and 17 per cent for condominiums and row housing, No 
more than 22 people per acre are allowed in designated 
areas. Apartment areas have a density limit of 25 units 
per acre, and condominiums 12 units per acre, 


It will become necessary to make decisions on how big 
the town should become in area, and where the ultimate 
boundary lines will be drawn, No erosion of the existing 
green belt between Edmonton and St, Albert should be 
tolerated by either the TownofSt, Albert or the Munici- 
pal District of Sturgeon. Neither can the matter of low- 
cost housing be ignored, if our young people are to be 
able to marry and establish homes here. In this matter 
the town’s responsibility should end with making allow- 
ance for land area, and it is recognized that low-cost 
housing will require subsidization by the senior govern- 
ments right across Canada, 


And the spectre of amalgamation enters the picture as 
well. St, Albert taxpayers will assuredly have less 
control of their own affairs if the town becomes part of 
Edmonton, 


One thing is certain. There are lots of pipers to be paid 
by taxpayers on three levels of government, Will we not 
be better off in St, Albert if we choose our own pipers 
and call our own tunes?

St. Albert’s finances 


First of a series of articles specially written for the 
Gazette by Councillor J, J, Bakker 


The Mill Rate Reduction 


The mill rate reduction this year from 80to 72,5 must 
suggest to many that St. Albert has finally solved its 
financial problems, Strange as it may seem however the 
municipal portion of the mill rate has been constant since 
1967, This year’s reduction is due to thenew regulations 
regarding education tax and the elimination of the hospital 
tax (four mills on equalized assessment.) 

It is worthwhile to look at the past trends of the two 
mill rates, school and municipal, in both St, Albert and 
Edmonton, The first noticeable fact is that the mill rates 
of Edmonton and St, Albert for school purposes have 
been very close. Only in the last two years was St, Albert 
a few mills higher than Edmonton, 

However when we look at the municipal mill rate we 
can notice wide variations, During the New Town era the 
Edmonton mill rate was higher, Considering that Edmon- 
ton channels the profits from its utilities into general 
revenue so as to lower its mill rate, the mill rate in St. 
Albert must have been unrealistically low up to 1963, By 
converting the utility profits into mills we can arrive at a 
municipal expenditure rate for Edmonton, so that we can 
compare the expenditures of the two communities. 

Edmonton’s policy of using utility profits to reduce 
property taxes has been beneficial to Edmonton, However 
expansions to the utility systems now require borrowing 
at a high interest rate since no reserves are being pro- 
vided for, The city will have to make a choice soon as to 
whether it will increase taxes considerably (particularly 
for debt repayment) or to increase utility charges. 

St. Albert could suffer in the latter case, as we obtain 
our water from Edmonton on which they already make a 
35% surcharge! The surrounding municipalities will have 
to get together and insist that rate increases which 
affect other municipalities be approved by the public 
utilities board. 

Now if we look at the graph showing the St, Albert 
mumictpal mill rate, we can see that the money needed 
to repay debts in 1959 and 1960 exceeded the municipal 
levy actually made, in other words borrowed (capital) 
money was used to pay for day to day expenses, When 
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the New Town was converted back to Town status, a 
deficit had to be cleared up by special borrowing. This 
‘past indebtedness’’ costs us about 2 1/2 mills now per 
year, 


Future mill rate? 


What will happen in the future? Obviously the predictions 
of the Underwood McLellan report (which was the basis of 
an opinion vote regarding amalgamation) are not valid, 
The danger in municipal financing is to tryto hold a mill 
rate down and borrowing too much money, Sooner or later 
(and usually sooner) the facts of life will catch up with the 
municipality. Not too great a portion of the mill rate 
should be spent on debt repayment. The Town of St, 
Albert is presently limiting its capital expenditures so 
that the number of mills devoted to debt repayment will 
be reduced to 14 by 1975, It will still be possible to 
borrow money each year for some essential projects but 
any major expenditures (such as building a new covered 
swimming pool) will have to wait until 1974 In 1974 
several debentures will have been paid up and borrowing 
will be possible up to approximately a half million dollars 
without affecting the mill rate adversely, We will need 
men on council who will be ableto say NO to unnecessary 
expenditures, 

If the town wants to limit its capital expenditures 
through borrowing then of course it will have to finance 
new essential facilities in other ways, New development 
has to provide for its own facilities such as roads 
sewers, watermains, sidewalks and the like. : 

As is well known the cost of living is going up, Some- 
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how the town will have to absorb increased costs either 
by increasing taxes or by improving efficiency, Whenthe 
town is already operating with a minimum of staff the 
chances to improve efficiency become less unless there 
is growth. If the town has growththesame machinery and 
staff can serve more people, however the total cost can be 


kept about the same, However this rule does not apply to 
all departments. 


Costs trend in St. Albert 


If we look at the per capita costs and the trends of 
these costs over the past number of years then we cal 
see that public works, sanitation and waste removal 
improved its efficiency and kept the per capitacost about 
constant at $15, General government also remains about 
constant at $16 per capita, 

However costs related to protection to persons and 
property (police and fire) are rising. In the last year the 
town has increased the number of full time firemen, So 
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that the firehall is manned around the clock seven days 
per week, It should be realized that the cost to the town 
can only be kept at this level because of the tremendous 
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property 


General government 
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contribution that the volunteer fire brigade is making. 
The police establishment has also been increased, As the 
town grows the costs of protection should go up too, 
primarily because of cost of living and increase in size, 

Another category that increases costs is ‘‘recreation 
and community services,’’ The high cost of 1967 was due 
to Centennial year. The increase in costs for 1970 are 
due to the arena, We do not yet have experience with the 
operation of an arena and the real cost experience will 
come in 1971, The 1970 estimates allowed for about one 
mill for about two months of operation, It is to be hoped 
that this estimate is high, It will remain essential that 
volunteer effort be encouraged inrecreation, Theservice 
clubs are making a valuable contribution in this regards. 


Residential assessment base 


In 1971 we can expect an increase in assessment due 
to new buildings. Some ofthe increased revenue from this 
new assessment will have to be used for expanding 
services to new areas while the remainder can be used 
to absorb an increase in the cost of living, With the 
programmed reduction of the school requisition over the 
next two years, an overall mill rate of 70 is a distinct 
possibility in 1972, However if growth is discouraged 
(as one councillor would like to do) then increased 
costs will have to be met by increased taxes (as was 
the case from 1965 to 1967). 

St, Albert has a residential base for its assessment, 
Due to the Foundation Plan in the Province of Alberta a 
residential base is becoming less of a disadvantage 
financially (a residential community is a better place to 
live in as far as I am concerned), However commercial 
and industrial assessment would help the tax base, We 
cannot expect a major department store in St, Albert 
until the population is about 30,000. Industry will not 
locate in St, Albert until we have well serviced land, 
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accessible to ring roads andrailways, Inorderto broaden 
our base it will be necessary to have growth first. For 
that reason our development policies are very important, 
In the next article these policies will bediscussed in more 
detail.

The Edmonton clubof CCB 
has approximately 100 mem- 
bers, Friends and relatives 
of registered blind people 
may join as associate mem- 
bers, 

Both Mr, and Mrs, Gray 
are deeply involved in the 
club’s activities, Mr. Gray 
has served on the executive 
of the local club and the 
division council, He has wor- 
ked on public relations for 
the Alberta Division of the 
council, in particular on 
White Cane Week, He has 
attended conferences invar- 
ious parts of Canada and 
expresses disappointment 
that doctor’s orders will 
keep him from this year’s 
national convention in St, 
John’s, 

Mrs, Gray is treasurer 
and assistant secretary of 
the Edmonton club, There’s 
never a shortage of projects 
on the go, but she confesses 
that her ‘‘pet’’ is the Christ- 
mas party staged annually 
for blind children and for 
children of the blind, 

Sponsored by the West Ed- 
monton Lions Club, the party 
is described by Mrs, Gray 
as something very special, 
Blind children decorate their 
own tree and last year arr- 
angements were made fora 
live deer from the Zoo to 
attend the party. It was won- 
derful to see the children 
touching Rudolph to ‘‘see’’ 
what he looked like, reports 
Mrs, Gray. The deer was 
such a hit, she said, that 
those in charge are already 
wondering what they'll do for 
an encore this Christmas, 

In 1968, Mrs. Gray was the 
recipient of the IODE’s Faith 
Clifton Memorial Award Cit- 
ation for her workinvarious 
CNIB and CCB projects. 

Activities for the blind 
arranged by the local club 
include four banquets or din- 
ners a year == in September 
and June and on Thanksgiving 
and the 24th of May, Bowl- 
ing -- of the alley, table and 
carpet varieties -- cribbage, 
whist drives, bingo and dan- 
ces are also arranged. 

Bingo is played on special 
cards ‘‘that look like little 
muffin tins, with raised num- 
bers in the bottom of each 
cup,’’ A corresponding card 
for the sighted helper is pro- 
vided. 

In addition to the Lions, 
members of the IODE andthe 
Ladies Auxiliary tothe CNIB 
volunteer time and effort to 
CCB programs. 

Public interest in the 
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club’s activities is generally 
good, accordingto Mrs, Gray 
but there is a particular 
demand for people interest- 
ed in driving members to the 
various meetings and funct- 
ions, The club plans to zone 
its membership to make 
transportation easier to arr= 
ange. Volunteers who feel 
they could spare even one 
afternoon or evening amonth 
to drive members, would be 
welcome, sald Mrs, Gray, 

“Like everywhere else, 
we’re having a time getting 
young people into the club,’’ 
she said, One of the reasons 
for this, the Grays’ believe, 
is that younger blind people 
stand a much better chance 
of mixing more with the 
sighted world than they did 
20 or 30 years ago. 

‘With all the new pro- 
grams being developed, they 
stand a 100 per cent better 
chance of leading a normal 
life now’’ said Mr, Gray. 

Educational opportunities 
for sightless people have im- 
proved immensely. As blind 
children reach grade 10, they 
are now being put into sight- 
ed classes and, in Edmon- 
ton, the CNIB in conjunction 
with the department of edu- 
cation, has anintinerant tea- 
cher who goes from school 
to school, Braille books and 
tape recordings are used, 
The CNIB is presently train- 
ing women toproduce braille 
books, said Mrs, Gray. 


Co-op 
housing 


Edmonton Citizens for 
Better Housing «= a groupof 
people interested in esta- 
blishing a housing co-opera- 
tive in St. Albert on land 
under option from the Oblate 
Fathers -- report that a 
10-day series of planning 
meetings called a ‘charette’ 
has been ‘“‘quite well atten- 
ded’’ with good interest 
shown in the concept of co- 
operative housing. 

ECBH member Dennis 
Bartels has stated that a 
grant to cover the cost of 
the charette will be forth- 
coming fromthe federal gov- 
ernment, The group had 
earlier made submissions 
for financial assistance to 
Central Mortgage and Hous- 
ing Corporation and to Rob- 
ert Andrass, federal minis- 
ter without portfolio in 
charge of housing, 

Attendance at the meetings 
has varied, with close to 100 
people attending Thursday 
and Friday’s meetings held 
at St, Joseph's College, said 
Mr, Bartels, From Sunday 
to Tuesday the meetings 
were held at the Retreat 
House in St, Albert, Mr, 
Bartels stated that approxi- 
mately 40 people, including 
some from St, Albert, have 
expressed interest in be- 
coming members of the co- 
operative housing venture, 

“It's not a utopian cone 
cept,’ said Mr. Bartels, 
‘fand not a commune. Co- 
operative housing has 
worked in Winnipeg and in 
B.C, It’s one of the only 
approaches where people of 
lower and middle income 
have a voice in controlling 
their environment,’ 


Two Helds where blind 
people are finding employs 
ment are as computer pro- 
grammers and dark room 
technicians, Nearly every 
hospital in Edmonton has a 
dark room technician who is 
a blind person, said Mr, Gray 
Grande Prairie will be hiring 
one within the next few weeks 
The dark room technician’s 
course is taught at NAIT 
while the majority of blind 
computer programmers take 
their training in Winnipeg. 
While the CNIB provides 
the majority of funds to fine 
ance the club, the members’ 
one fund-raising project 
during the year is a bazaar, + 
The club has donated chairs 
to the CNIB auditorium and 


is now working on providing 


tables, 

In an effort to increase 
membership and improve 
programs, the council plans 
a leadership training semin- 
ar to interest people in take 
ing over leadership of the 
club, 

In her association with 
blind people through the 
council, Mrs, Gray has found 
that the vast majority are 
extremely well-adjusted ¥ 
She tells of an 82-year-old 
blind lady who has recently 
had a leg amputated, In hos- 
pital to be fitted for an 
artificial limb, ‘‘she had me 
writing some letters and 
there wasn’t a word of com- 
plaint in them,’’ said Mrs, 
Gray, 

Mr, Gray counts himself 
lucky that he had always 
been used to working with 
his hands before he lost his 
sight, Displaying some of 
the basketry work that he 
turns out -- mostly as a 
hobby and for gifts -- he 
explained that ‘‘all I had to ® 
do was learn to keep my 
fingers away from thesaw,’’ 
He saws and fits the mahog- 
any plywood that he uses in 
items such as laundry hamp= 
ers, 

“IT drill the holes for 
screws == just like Rosie 
the Riveter,’’ says Mrs. 
Gray. 

The couple’s 18-year-old 
son uses the electric jigsaw 
to produce the oval bases for 
baskets, Outside of the shell- 
acing and varnishing the re- 
mainder of the work is hand- 
led by Mr, Gray. 

While the Gray’s feel that 
programs for the blind have 
improved tremendously over 
the past several years, they w 
both express concern forthe 
“in-between” group == 
people with partial sight, Be- 
cause so many of them are 
not registered with the CNIB 
they are not known to the 
people who might be in a 
position to help. 

Mrs, Gray looked forward 
to a one-day conference 
sponsored by the newly-fore 
med Alberta Association for 
Visually Impaired Children 
which she planned to attend 
Saturday. Slated to speak on 
the problem of providing 
educational facilities for 
blind and visually impaired 
children, were representa- 
tives of the department of 
education and the Edmonton 
public school board, 

Whatever new programs 
might evolve from this and 
other conferences of this 
nature, it’s a safe bet they’ll 
have active support from
